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‘* HAIL SACRED POLITY, BY FREEDOM REAR’D ! 
‘* HAIL SACRED FREEDOM, WHEN BY LAW RESTRAIN’D !” 
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«« Render unto Casar the things that are Casar’s.” 
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ITH fincerity and zeal, we 
oppofed the ele€tion of Gov. Lewis. Our 
reafons tor that oppofition, have been {ta- 
ted without referve or difguife, and we 
truft have been fatisf:étory to the reader. 
It was, however, the will of the people 
that he fhould be our governor. Whether 
that will was freely expreffed, without any 
improper bias, is not a queftion at this 
time to be canvaffed. In fubmitting to 
it, we had but one poor confolation—ée- 
ing Governor, Mr. Lewis could no long- 
er be a Jevce of the Supreme Court. 

It may be remembered, that in announ- 
cing the ele€iion of Mr. Lewis, we re- 
marked, that ** notwithftanding the un- 
favorable impreflions which the condvét 
of Judge Lewis had made upon the pub- 
lic mind, ftill he might poflibly make a 
good governor, and thus difappoint the 
expettations of both his friends and foes ;”’ 
and that we added, ‘* we were prepared to 
give him fall credit for every good a& ; 
and hoped to be permitted to give fome 
account of his bad ones,” Keeping this 
promise conftantly in view, we have thus 
lar watched the movements of Governor 
Lewis, and until lately, we confefs, have 
icen little to praife—little to blame. He 
has, indeed, embraced the old fyftem of 
favoriti/n, purfued by his predeceffor, 
and by Mr. Jefferfon, Gov. M'Kean, &c. 
He has, in this refpe&t, fulfilled the pre 
diflion of the Bird of Wifdom (Lucas E}- 
mendost) that * hezs well calculated to 


cherifh the interefis of party.” But this 
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toible has become fo common with de- 
mocratic governors and preficents, that it 
almoft ceafes to difguft us. It fees tobe 
conceded, (in conformity with the doc- 
triresof the new {chool) that the firft ob- 
je&t of a chief magiftrate ought to be, to 
furnifh his family, and neareft conneétions 
and friends with good fat offices, to the 
exclufion of every other perfon whatever. 

Waving, then, tue further confidera- 
tion of this point, let us turn to the objeét 
{this article, which is nothing lefs nor 
more than ¢o applaud the late condudl of 
Governor Lewis !—not in giving offices 
cxcluiively to ¢he fami/y—ngt in appear- 
ing before the reprefentatives of the peo- 
ple tricked off in all the toppery of fafh- 
ion ;—but in recommending the appropri- 
ation of the land belonging to the {tate, to 
the fupport of fchools and colleges. This 
is a meaiure ot the firft confequence; and 
is well worthy the attention of the chiet 
mayiftrate and the reprefentatives ot a free 
people. It looks fo much like a New- 
England meafure—it favours fo ftrongly 


ot federalifm, that we cannot but like it; |) 


and, believing his excellency fincere in 
his proteffions on this head, we cannot 
withhold trom him the meed of praife. 
His excellency feems to dote upon this 
meafure, and apparently fearing that the 
legi{lature might mar his fcheme, by fome 
vilionary economical whim, or by an in 
dolent inattention to the beft interefts of 
ihe flate, he bas had the goodnefs to point 
out a mode by which the grand objeét can 
be accomplifhed. The plan is laid open 
and explained in a manner fo ample, that 
the legiflature, provided they fhould be ac. 
tuated by the fame laudable motives which 
appear to influence the Governor, bave 


- 


nothifg to do but to adopt his well-di- 
gefled ‘cheme. ~ 

The mode propofed for the difpofal of 
the flate land, we conceive to be no lels ju- 
dicious than the appropriation. It would 
offer co enterprifing emigrants, an ealy ace 
cefs to comfort and competency : or, to 
ule the more expreflive language of his 
exceilency, ‘* Honeft induftry would be 
furniffed with the means of profitable exe 
ertion, ‘without the aid of capital.” 

We admit that his excellency’s objec 
tions to academics are weighty: But be- 
caule the prefent mode of teaching in ae 
cacemies, is exceptionable, does it tallow, 
that thofe feminaries might not be fub- 
jeéted to uniform regulations, which would 
place them on the moft refpeétable foote 
ing? Certainly not. 

But to common {chools let the atten. 
tion of government be turned. It muft 
give pain to every refleéting mind, to ob- 
ferve the miferable condition of thefe 
it would be a burlefque to call them /em. 
‘anaries of education, In many parts of 
the ftate the country is too thinly fettled 
to admit of the fupport of. any fchools 
whatever. In others, where {chool-houfes 
are built and teachers employed, the cafe 
is but little better—tor the firft are fo 
wretched, and the latter fo ignorant, that 
they yield but litle benef to the come 
munity. The confequence is, children 
_ are permitted to rife into manhood, ignos 
rant and uneducated—they become the 
fport of cratty demagogues—they know 
not how to be freemen—they are content 
to be little beiter than vaffals ané-flaves, 

Ot Colleges let us repeat the langtage 
of his excellency :—* It national pro{pere 
! ** ity, if nauonal pride, which is an hone 
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** pride, fhall warm our bofoms with a with 
‘to fee our country great in the various 
“arts and f{ciences, the proliiic parent ol 
* ftatefmen, legiflutors, divines, &c. we 
‘cannot regard colleges with too much 
partiality. When judicioufly arranged 
** and condufted, they become the boun- 
* teous fource of knowledge, of virtue, of 
“ piety, of all that is great and good.” 

We fincerely hope that the legiflature 
will fecond the views of his excellency, 
and immediately ‘* lay the ground work, 
on which, the lapfe of a few years may 
rear an edifice facred to {cience, morals 
and religion, which fhall exalt in dignity 


the American charaéter.”

QUARRELS OF THE GREAT. 





Our prediétions are faft fulfilling. The 
democrats at Watfhington have had a mot 
diverting quarrel. They begin to tell 
truth of each other, and fcold, and fret, 
and threaten but, here are the de 
tails.

debate. When it was taken up in the 
houfe, Mr. J. Randolph demanded, of the 
chairman of the committee, the reafons on 
which the report was grounded.—Finding, 
however, that he cou!d mot raife the chair- 
man trom his fear, ** Lit\le David,” highly 
enraged feized his ‘* fling” and made the 
“* ftones”’ whiftle unmercitully about the 
ears of the members who had advocated the 
report. ‘l'o Speak more intelligibly—In a 
{veech of more than an hour anda half, Mr. 
Randolph poured torth the moft aftonith- 
ing inveélive againft the Georgia Legifla- 
ture of 1795, the claimants of the land, the 
gentlemen who voted in tavor of the re- 
port, the Poft-Matter-General, and hisown 

arty—end at laft agai & the poor, defpi- 
fed, perfecuted tederaliils. 

In the courfe of his inveélive, he d - 
clared in fubftance, that he fhou!d in future 
want fecurity for the purity of the inten. 
tions of his own party—that the mouths of 
Republicans mo ft now be fealed in eterna! 
filence, refpeéting the pe(ty larcenies ol 
the tederalifls—and that the Puft:Maefer- 
Genera! had made ufe otf his fituation to 
influence members in that houfe. As he 
waxed warm inthe difcuffion, he increafed 
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in eloquence. His heavieft blows were lev- 
elled at Matthew Lyon, who had formed 
fome contraét with Mr. Granger tor car- 
rying the Mail. ‘ We have’’—faid he, 
with one hand extended and the other hang- 
ing gracefully by his fide—-* We hayea 
Jackall within thefe walls, who feeds 
not on the offals of a certain office, but 
who devours fome of the choice/ preces 
and roams and prow/ls about while others 
fleep.”” 

Mr. Lyon in his turn, was equally liberal 
in abufe. He rofe wrathtul and trown- 


ing, 





“as if ruin 
So looks the chafed lion 
Upon the daring hunts-man that has gall’d him.” 


“Tthank God,” faid he, ‘* that he has 
given me the face of a man, and not the 
vilage of an ape.” 

Perhaps no debate has produced greater 
turmoil and confufion, than this, fince the 
eftablifhment of the federal government. 
In confequence of Mr. Randolph’s re- 
marks, the Poft-Mafter-General wrote to 
the Speaker of the Houfe, * ftating that he 
had been informed, that during the debate 
a number of charges had been made againfl 
his public and private charaéter, by a mem. 
ber of the houfe, which he declared to be 
untrue, and foliciting an enquiry into his 
conduét,” 

Mr. Varnum moved to refer the letter to 
a fele&t committee. A debate arifing on 
the propriety of fucha reterence—upon 
motion of Mr. Huger the farther confider- 
ationot the motion was poftponed until 
Monday next.” 

The debate on the report clofed on 
Saturday laft, and the vote paffed in its fa- 
vor, 63 to 54.

mitiee of claims were inftruted to bring 
in a bill contormably. 
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There has never before been agitated a 
queftion in Congrefs, where fo much bit. 
ternefs of inveftive, and fo much rancor. 
ous abufe, have been exhibited. Bufinefs 
has kept me from the houfe moft of the 
week, but I attend enough to feel athamed 
of the conduét of the houfe.—J Randalph 
began the {candalous ftrain on Tuefday 
and continued t on Wednefday. Accus 
fations of bribery and corrupiton were ban. 
died about without ceremony 3 he charged 
Granger with both indirestly ; and yefler- 
Granger fent a letter to the boule i qucit. 
ing an enquiry into his condust. 

The fubject, atter fome debate, was 
poftponed till Monday, when we proba- 
bly fhall have warm work: he accufed 
Lyon of attempting to bribe another mem- 
ber, and compared him to a jackall. 
Yeiterday Lyon read a {peech he had 
written in anfwer, in which he vindica- 
ted himfelf, and returned Randolph’s 
Billingfgate. Among other things, he 
obferved—‘t I thank God, however, for 
having given me the face of a man, not 
that of an ape, or monkey.”’——-You know 
what a wilted eunuch countenance Ran- 
dolph has. 

Randolph’s popularity and influence 
are gone, are funk forever ! 

I heard the fpeeches of Mr. Dana, and 
Mr. Elliot: both were cool, candid and 
argumentative, yet fevere. 1 am inform- 
ed that Jackfon and Root were unmer- 
ciful towards Randolph. Indeed, Ran- 
dolph feems to have grown mad, and I’m 
not fure but he will need chaining. Chal. 
lenges are ferioufly feared by many.

| by the profligate yote of the Legiflature 
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of Georgia, in 1795- — In the early part 
of the difcuffion Mr. Clarke, a member 
from Georgia, propofed to amend the 
refolution, fo that none of the claims, 
under the Georgia aét of 1795, fhould be 
allowed, and on thts amendment prin- 
cipally the difeuTion refed—lIt_ was ed- 
vocated by Mr. Clarke and others, on 
the known and incontrovertible grounds 
that the members of the Legiflature which 
palfed the aft, had been bribed and had per- 
jured themfelves. In the committee of the 
whole, however, a majority decided in 
favor of the claim, and we mutt believe 
tothe aftonifhment of every honeft man 
in the country : on Saturday the queftion 
was taken in the Houfe, and the report a- 
dopted, ayes 63, noes 59—welh all [peedily 
publith the yeas and nays on this mo- 
mentous queftion, tor it certainly is one 
involving the honor and dignity of the 
union. 

The principal fpeakers, in favor of the 
report were Meffrs. Elliot, Euftis, Dana, 
Lyon, and Findley, it was oppofed by J. 
Randolph, J. Clay, Clarke, Gregg, Bed- 
inger, Holmes, and others. 

In the courfe of one of Mr. Ran- 
dolph’s fpeeches, it was confidered that 
he implicated Mr. Gideon Granger and 
Mr. Lyon; the former, in confequence, 
addreffed the Houfe, demanding an en- 
quiry into his condu€t, and the latter roar- 
ed in defence in a moft amufing manner 

The report having been adopted, a bill 
was to have been brought betore Congres 
on Monday, the tate of which will deter- 
mine whether our national Legiflature are 
prepared to fanétion a fraud, which ori- 
ginated in the moft flagrant iniquity. 


The following is the clofe of Judge 
Chafe’s plea :— 


‘* This Refpondent has now laid before 
this Honorable Court, as well as the time 
allowed him would permit, all the circum- 
flances of his cafe. Withan humble truft 
in Providence and a con{cioufnefs that he 
hath difcharged ali his official duties with 
juftice and impartiality, to the beft of his 
knowledge & abilities ; and that intention- 
ally he hath committed no crime or mifde- 
meanor, or any violation of the conflitution 
or laws of his country.—Confiding in the 
impartiality, independence and integrity of 
his judges, and that they will patiently hear 
and confcientioufly determine this cafe, 
without being influenced by the fpirit of 
party, by popular prejudice or political 
motives, he cheerfully fuomits himfelf to 
their decifion, 

If it fhall appear to this honorable Court 
from the evidence produced, tha: he hath 
ated in his gudicial chara&ter with wilfu! 
injuftice or partiality, he doth not with a- 
ny favor, but expeéts that the whole extent 
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of the punifhment permitted in the con- 
fitution will be infliéted upon him. 

If any part of his official condué& hhall 
appear to this honorable Court, frit ju- 
ris, to have been illegal, or to have pro- 
ceeded from ignorance or error in judg- 
ment; or if any part of his conduét {hall 
appear, altho’ not illegal, to have been ir- 
regular or improper, but not to have flow- 
ed trom.a depravity of heart, or any un- 
worthy mative, he feels couftdent that this 
court will make allowance tor the imper- 
te€tions and frailties, incident to man. 
He is fatisfied that every member of this 
tribunal will obferve the principles of hu- 
manity and juftice, will prefume him in- 
nocent, until his guilt fhall be eftablifhed 
by legal and credible witneffes; and 
will be governed in his decifion, by the 
moral and chriftian rule, of rendering 
that juftice to this refpondent which he 
wou.d with to receive. 

This refpondent now ftands not mere- 
ly before an earthly tribunal, but alfo 
before thac awful Being, whofe prefence 
fills all fpace, and whole all-feeing eye 
more efpecially furveys the temples of 
Juftice and religion. In a little time, his 
accufers, his judges, and himfelf muft ap- 
pear at the Bar of Omnipotence, where 
the fecrets of all hearts fhall be difclofed, 
andevery human being fhall anfwer for 
his deeds done inthe body, and {hall be 
compelled to give evidence againft him- 
felf in the prefence of an aflembled uni- 
verfe. To his omnifcient Judge, at that 
awful hour, he now appeals for the reéti- 
tude and purity of his conduét as to all 
the matters of which he is this day accu- 
fed. 

He hath now only to adjure each mem- 
ber of this Honorable Court, by the liv-

THE BOTS IN. HORSES. 


Ma Jobn Craggs, of Anne.A.- 
rundel couaty, in Virginia, has publifhed 
fome important obfervations relative to 
this diftemper. He has found, from aétual 
experiment,that thofe worms are produced 
from the egys of a fly refembling the hon- 
ey-bee. This fly,in the fall months is feen 
buzzing about horfes, and attaching its 
eggs or nits co fuch parts as it is likely the 
horfe may {wallow them from biting him- 
felf when thole parts itch. Thefe eggs 
have alfo’ been known to fiid their way 
intothe flomach of the horfe, by being 
mixed up with food in the {pring when 
horfes fhed their coats. Mr. Craggs has 
proved the truth of tis hypothefis by keep- 
ing the bot-worm taken from the flomach 
of a horfe, in a warm temperature, till they 
paffed through the feveral tranfmutations 
to a perfeét fly, fuch as I have defcribed. 
Thete bot-worms are hatched in the flom- 
ach of ahorfe from the nit of the fly. they 
are covered with hair, and havea trunk or 
roboicis, refembling the point of a gim- 
let. Armed with this fcrew-like pro- 
bolcis, and with this panoply of hair, they 
defy the moft’ powesful medicines, Eve. 
ry avenue of communication with the in- 
fide of the flomach is clofed, from the 
manner in which this trunk is {crewed 
intothe naw. Therefore, they are fecure 
from any remedy which is to operate on 
them inwardly; and their thick coat of 
hair renders every external application 
abortive, by conveying offthe moft peue- 
trating and corrofive medicines. Thus it 
is, that when a horfe is attacked, the bois 
mock all medical {kill and experience, and 
the generous and valuable animal dies in 
convulfions, without a pofflibility of cure 
from buman aid. 
. The remedy Mr. Craggs recommends 
is to fcrape the nits off with acommon 
knite. «This prevention has not only 
proved efficacious, but has eftablifhed in- 
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‘ conteftibly the origin of the bots.

TRIAL OF JUDGE CHASE. 


The trial of this diftinguifhed patriot 
and venerable Judge, has commenced. 
As we prefume that every thing on this 
fubjeé will be fought afier with more than 
common intereft, we lay before our read- 
ers the following details of the prepara- 
tions which have been made for the occa- 
fion, and the proceedings that have already 
taken place. We fhall contjnue to pub- 
lifh fuch accounts of this FanfeRtion as 
will enable thofe who may perufe them 
to form an accurate judgment of its true 
nature. And unlefs we are greatly de- 
ceived, the inveftigation, which has juft 
begun, will fatisty all honorable and can- 
did men of the innocence of the accufed, 
and ot the vindidhive paflions which produ- 
ced his impeachment. 


FROM THE AURORA. 


Wafhington, Feb. 4, 1805. 

The trial of Judge Chafe, upon the im- 
peachment of the Houle of Reprefenta- 
tives, commenced this day; agreeable to 
the formegy determination of the Senate. 
Previous Pn account of the proceedings, 
I fhall infurm you of the arrangement and 
ordefot the the court. The Senate, in 
its legiflative capacity, at prefent occupies 


the north-weft room, formerly the office 
of the Secretary. 


The Senate cha wis fitted up ina 
handfome ftile as a and laid out into 
apartments for the Senators, and Houle of 
Reprefentatives, the managers, the accu- 
fed, and counlelg the members of the ex- 
ecutive departments, befide a femi-circular 
gallery, conftru€icd within the area of the 
chamber, which forms from its front an 
amphitheatre continuous with the fixed 
al ery of the fenate chamber. 

On the right hand, and left of the Pre- 
fident of the Senate, and ina right line 
with his chair there are two rows of 
benches, with defks in front andthe whole 
tront and feats covered with crimfon 
cloth ; fo that the Senators front the audi- 
tory. 

The Secretary of the Senate retains his 
ufual ftation in front of the Prefident’s 
chair.. On the lett of the Secretary is 
placed'the fergeant at arms ot the Senate, 
and on his right the fergeant at arms of the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives. 


A temporary femi-circular gallery, 








which confifts of three ranges of benches 
is elevated on pillars, and the whole front | 
and feats thereof covered with green 
cloth ; at the angles or points of this gal- 





lery there are two boxes which projeét im- 
to the area about three feet from the line 
of the tront, which fave the abruptnels of a 
{quare termination, and add confiderably 
tothe effe& of the coup d’cei!. In this 
galiery ladies are accommodated, and they 
afiemble in numbers. 

On the floor, beneath this temporary 
gallery, three benches are provided rifing 
trom front to rear, and aifo covered with 

green baize—thefe benches are occupied 
| by the members of the Houfe of Repre- | 
fentatives; on their right there is a fpa- 
cious box appropriated for the members of 
the executive departments, foreign mini- 
ters, &c. &e. 

A paflage is opened in front from the 
Prefident’s chair to the door; on the right 
[and left hand of the Prefident, and in 
| front of the members of the Houfe of 
| Reprefentatives are two boxes of two 
‘rows of feats; that facing the Prefident’s 
| right, is occupied by the managers; _ that 
on the other fide of ‘he bar for the acculed 
' and his counfel; thefe boxes are covered 
with blue cloth. 

The marfhal of the diftri& and a num- 
ber of his officers have. charge ot feveral 
ftations, in the avenues of the court and in 
the galleries; and the whole is fo well 
arranged as to be conduéted on the open- 
ing with all the order and filence that 
could be defired. 

At twelve o’clock the Senate, by their 
Secretary, made a communication to the 
Houle of Reprefentatives, that they were 
ready to proceed upon the trial in the 
fenate chamber, ; and thereupon proceed- 
ded to their ftations preceded by their fer- 
geant at arms; and the Prefident (Mr. 
Burr) being feated : 

The members of the Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives, preceded by their fpeaker and 
managers, having entered into the court 
and taken their ftations; on the front 
feat Mr. Rodney, Mr. Nicholfon, Mr. 
Clark, and Mr. Randolph; on the fecond 
row, Mr. Campbell, Mr. Boyle, and Mr. 
Early. Chairs were provided on the lett 
of the managers for the fpeaker and clerk 
of the Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

The Prefdent then dire&ted the crier 
toopen the court; which was done in 
the old Normaa ftyle; Ovyez! Oyez! 
Ovyez! all manner of perfons, &c. 

The Prefident then cire@ed Samuel 
Chafe to be @iiled, which was done, and 
he appeared. 

On Tadge Chafe advancing to the bar, 
followed by his counfel, the Prefident

He cons 
cluded by handing apaper, which was 
delivered by the fergeantat arms to the 
fecretary of the Senate, and by him read :— 
thereupon. 

The Prefident of the Senate having alfo - 
read it, faid tothe effect, that there was 
fomething in the paper, or -annexed to 
it, by which he undertock to direft the 
court how they fhould proceed; the ret 
of the paper appeared to contain an ex. 
preflion of the Judge’s wifhes, that his 
plea might be read at the bar by himfelf 
and counfel. 

Judge Chase faidthat part which was 
exceptionable might be ecrafed. 

The Prefdent {aid he had cancelled 
that part, and hoped that that kind of pro- 
ceeding would not be repeated. 

The Prefident then informed him, that 
feats were provided for bimfelf and coun. 
fel:—the Judge named them, Meffrs. 
Luther Martin, and Robert G. Harper, 
of Baltimore; and Jofeph Hopkinfon ; 
and then feated himielf : his feat was fep- 
arated by the bar from Mr. Rodney, who 
fat on the other fide—on the Judge’s right 
were in fucceflion Mr. Martin, Mr. Hop- 
kinfon, and Mr. Harper. 

Judge Chafe then produced his plea, 
which confifted of upwards of an hundred 
folio pages of engroffed manufcript—he 
read the caption and introduétory part, 
and then handed to Mr. Harper, who 
continued to read till two o'clock; when 
Mr. Hopkinfon continued the reading to 
four o’clock ; when Mr. Harper con*in- 
ued for about half an hour; the Judge 
read the clofing part, which was a folema 
religious appeal. 

After a few errors made in tranfcribing 
were correéted :

About half paft 12 o'clock, the court 
being opened, Samuel Chafe was called 
to appear at the bar—he appeared accord. 
ingly, attended by Luther Martin, Rob- 
ert G. Harper, and J]. Hopkinfon, Efqrs. | 
as his counfel. Mr. Harper rofe aad | 
called for the proteft, which was prefen- | 
ted to the court at the introduétion by | 
Judge Chafe—Mr. Harper commenced , 
reading the fame and was aflifted by Mr. | 
Hopkinlon. | 

The pioteft took three hours and three 
quertets reading, and contained anfwers 
to the feveral articles of impeachment. 
Judge Chafe clofed it witha very pathei-

fen, befides the Prefident, Mr. Burr,) 
and an appeal to the fearcher of hearts, 
before whom, he and his judges muft be 
anfwerable, for the purity of their motives 
and aétions.

Randolph in- 
formed the court that the managers wifhed 
a copy of thereply, and time toconfult the 
Houle : the Senators retired to the com- 
mittee room, where they have met of late, 
& the Houfe to their chamber to adjourn. 

The whole anfwer of Judge Chafe was a 
mafterly produétion : he expofed the omil- 
fions, milreprefentations, and incorreét 
fiatements of his accufers; proved the legal 
neceflity of his condd€t in many inftances, 
for which he was accufed, the propriety in 
others, and his innocenceinthe whole. I 
had noexpe€lation of having my mind fo ful- 
ly fatisfied. 1 felt a degree of pity that al- 
moft extinguifhed indignation towards his 
accufers. I was pleafed to find (what 
could not otherwife have been well expeét- 
ed) that his anfwer has made adeep impre{- 
fion on the honeft of the democrats. ] afked 
a decided democratic member of the houfe 
who had voted tor his impeachment what 
he thought of the reply. ‘* The condué

es, money and every article except their 
wearing apparel. Theytore the infignia 
from Mr. Waattall’s breaft, and then tied 
him and the Hanoverian to two f{eparate 
trees, in an adjoining wood. After fome 
time Mr. Waplftafl contrived to releafe 
himfelt andthe Courier, and imagining of 
courfe, that it was perfe€tly unneceflary 
for him to proceed to Baviin without the 
difpatches, returned to London, where he 
arrived yelterday.

They robbed 
Mr. Wagftaff and a Hanoverian Courier, 
who was with him, ot the difpatches, and 
made the ftrigteft fearch left they fhould 
have omitted any of the official papers.— 
They dragged them both out of the car- 
riage, and beat them moft unmercifully.— 
They tore their clothes, ranfacked their 
pockets, and robbed them of their watch- 
es, money and every article except their 
wearing apparel.
